DEAS OF OPEN 


D ot Snent In Fruitless D iscussions Of 
All Sorts of Things Said 
To Bear On Treaty.

W ashington, March IB.— A g e n e r ­ 
al declaration of International policy 
u n d er which the United Spates would 
View with ‘ grave concern” any f u ­ 
tu re upheaval threa tening the peace 
and freedom of Europe was agreed 
on by republican sonate leaders to ­ 
day and presented as a new reserva­ 
tion to the peace treaty. 
Intended to replace the more d e f ­ 
inite pledges of Article 10, the reser 
ra tion i? to bo pressed in the senate 
as th e farthest step th e republican 
leaders ¿ire willing to 
go 
toward 
abandonment of American isolation 
and participation in European con­ 
flicts. Its text follows: 
W ith Grave Concern 
“ It shall be the declared policy of 
this governm ent that the freedom 
and peace of Europe 
being 
again 
threatene d by any power or combi­ 
nation of powers the United States 
w ill regard -such a situation with 
grave concern and w ill consider what 
if any action it will 
take 
in 
the 
premises.” 
Senator 
Lenroot 
of 
Wisconsin 
drafted the reservation in consulta­ 
tion with other republican leaders 
and intioduced it in the senate at 
the end of a «1av of debate on the 
Irish question which delayed action 
and blocked t h e plan to set a day 
for final vote on the treaty's ra tifi­ 
cation. U generally was predicted to­ 
night. however, that discussion of the 
remaining Issues of the treaty co 
troversy soon would spend itself and 
that the ratification roll call would 
come Friday or Saturday. 
As Sou to Democrats. 
Not ma ny democrats had had an 
opportunity to studv the new repub­ 
lican proposal and it was uncertain 
how much support it would command 
from that side of the chamber. Some 
senators predicted, however, that it 
might have 
effect of softening the 
resentment of tin* administration ov­ 
er the republican Article 10 réserva­ 
tion and win over enough democratic 
votes to ratify the treaty. 
A claim of fu rth e r gains in break­ 
ing down administration resistance 
was made on the republican side d u r ­ 
ing the day. Some republican loader« 
were asserting tonight that the roll 
call would show a total very close 
to the two-thirds required to ratifv 
with th** republicans reservations. It 
is understood to he th e purpose, if 
ratification fails 
to reconsider and 
taka a second vote In the hope that 
after they have made their record of 
opposition a handful

The new reservation follows the
